by .the people bat by tbe Senate- and 
Chamber of Deputies, In joint session, 
tbe came MI oar United State* Sen- 
ator* uro elected In joint convention by 
tbe State Assembly and Senate. He 
U elected for sevan yearn. Hie duties 
present few analogies to those of the 
President of tbe United States. It nits 
thealtnof the makers of thu French 
Constitution, evidently, to c.ruuto ti 
il^urtibead for tho government who 
tbould bo as far as possible above nnd 
apart'from tlio discord'of partisan, 
polltlos. Iu fiiut, bio position U as 
nenr as posslbls'to that of a crowned 
leader ot a ooi)»tltutlonul monarchy, 
Ilk* tint of Groat Brltulu. The -Pfeai- 
dent Id not B.xpeutotl to bo a dominant 
force lu slmpiiiit the policy of tbe 
government. Tho substitution of onn 
President far auotbor therefore menu* 
no Important obiin«o in guvernmoutnl 
policy ae In tbe United States. Tbe 
leading Statesmen of France at tba 
time ot tbe establishment of tbe 
present Republic, were evidently either 
not »o entirely divested of monarchical 
tdeae and methods aa to adopt tbe 
American syitem of electing n Presi- 
dent, or rise they were too distrustful 
of tbe people to place Knob power In 
their bande. Tblc, In the opinion ol 
eminent etattsmen, was a mistake In 
which Is Involved the greatest danger 
to the French Republic. Tola*danger 
lies In a Presidential election, taking 
place when the mecurlal people of 
France are agitated over some real or 
fancied grievance and when turbulence 
wa* held In check by lack-of op- 
portunity to make Itself manifest by 
eetloue riot and revolution. 


It will be remembered that when 


President Gariiot was - assassinated la 
1994, Fiance was la a atate bordering 
on revolution. Ferler was elected three 
daye later, by a very email majority 
over the other principal candidate, 
whose name does not occur to us at 
tbe present moment. The opposing 
•andllate wa* the choice of a con- 
•Iderable mnjorlty ot the Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies, while Ferler was 
tbe decided oholoo of the malcontent* 
who threatened the serenity, ff not the 
very continuance' of tho Kopubllc. 
Fortunately, enough members were 
suttlaloiitly conservative, patriotic 'and 
concilitttory to wuivo their personal, 
preference, to cast the balanceIn favor 
of the man who was the favorite'of tbe 
turbulent and' revolutionary element,, 
and so the temporary ntwje of the Be* 
public was neonret). Purhup«, under 
timtllar conditions, which are liable to 
occur at any time, the elective power 
wilt prove more lio.id-ntrorjK, which 
would proolpltttt.0 the averted danver 
which threatened thu .Republic in 1891.
